Next week we will hear all 
about Oldsmobile, Hudson, De Soto and Chrysler, the 
Lansing outfit having changed its mind as to its an- 
nouncement, shoving the date forward to Oct. 26. By 
this time Oldsmobile has well stocked its dealers, who 
are impatiently clamoring for the starting gun to be 
fired by Dave Ralston. So that executive is making it 
unanimous by switching the date.

THE COLUMN CALLED the shot as to the Ford date. 
It said the announcement would not come in the week 
following the end of the world’s baseball series and 
picked this particular week for the unveiling. And, 
b’gosh, we hit the nail directly on the head.

The writer was included in 
the Detroit party and saw not only the line of cars but 
the trucks as well. Take it from me, you’re going to 
admit that the Ford line is marked by engineering de- 
velopment in keeping with the Ford prestige of doing a 
job thoroughly.

THERE’S SOMETHING to this contention of the 
American Automobile Assn. that “one of the weakest 
factors in the road safety machinery of the states is the 
shortage of personnel in the state highway patrols.” After 
browsing over this statement I am inclined to think the 
AAA has a good argument. Just think, there are fewer 
than 5,000. men used for traffic control on rural high- 
ways—one patrolman for every 5,000 motor vehicles and 
one for every 70 miles of state highway. Far from 
enough when you stop to consider that most of the 
accidents occur on these highways. 


And I think the states themselves realize this, for 
seven of them have just increased their personnel, while 
four states set up patrols for the first time this year.

IMA HOPING the strike of automobile mechanics, 
which is the reason given for the cancelling of the San 
Francisco show, which has been a fixture on the calendar 
for the past 20 years, will be settled so mebbe later on 
this year it will be possible to reconsider and stage the 
show. 


Trouble with automobile mechanics hasn’t been con- 
fined to ’Frisco alone. Other cities in other parts of 
the country have been in the same sort of a jam. Chicago 
was one of them and Chicago won out. In 'Frisco it is 
a war between the dealers and the union. The latter 
insists on a closed shop and demands that no employe 
shall be hired without the sanction of the union. This 
isn’t practical, the dealers contend, because they need 
specialists to retain the good will of their customers. 
Service rendered by careless or inefficient mechanics 
serves to discredit the make of car handled by a dealer 
and works an irreparable damage to the business.

beauty of the new line and the radiator grille and head- 
lamps have been considerably restyled. The top of the 
grille has been brought forward slightly, thus decreasing 
its slope. It is also more pointed than last year. The 
length of the top of the hood has been increased which 
gives the entire car an appearance of greater length. 
Both front and rear fenders are deeper and flow smoothly 
into the lines of the car. The hood side louvres are more 
closely spaced and conform in style with the new vertical 
grille bars. In the de luxe models the twin horns are 
concealed behind circular chromium plates set in the 
forward edges of the fender flares. 

Interiors have been considerably changed with color of 
instrument panel and mouldings to harmonize with up- 
holstery trim and appointments. 

Mechanical improvements contributed to easier steer- 
ing, gear shifting and overall quietness of operation. The 
V-8 engine is continued without material change except 
for an increase in the capacity and efficiency of the 
cooling system. Complete details and pictures of the new 
Ford line will be published in ADN Saturday, Oct. 19.

the month will bring a total in the neighborhood of 
190,000 units. This would be more than 100,000 units 
above the September mark as September will go down as 
the low month of the year. Production by AMA members 
in that month was put at some 57,000 units and it is 
unlikely that Ford did more than 30,000 at the outside, 
bringing the total to about 87,000. 

November on the other hand is likely to show a sharp 
gain with the last quarter of this year comparable to the 
first quarter in previous years. This is indicated in the 
sharp increase in commitments for steel which in some 
cases has taxed steel producers to capacity and it is 
reported that certain Pittsburgh mills will not be able to 
fill orders for steel bars until Nov. 1.

While orders placed by motor vehicle

Pile Up to mount constantly swelling the backlog 


now on hand. Sales of new cars, of course, 
have reached that dead-center which usually precedes the 
shows, but this is due in a large extent to lack of models 
of the 1935 vintage in dealers’ hands. Used car sales are 
reported holding well with prices firm. The cleanup 
period has not been serious this year since production 
has been kept well in line with demand. This has been 
true to a great extent with all makers and in some cases 
the output actually lagged behind the sales.

Based on more nearly complete returns 
representing reports of new passenger car 
sales in 17 states for September it would 
appear that the estimate of 210,000 units for 
the month which was made in ADN “pink 
sheet” last week was to say the least optimistic. This 
estimate was based on the meager returns from three 
states and was scarcely more than a guess. Returns from 
17 states, which represented about 26 per cent of the 
total sales last year, show a total of 40,679 units. If these 
states produce the same ratio to the total this year the 
September registrations of new passenger cars should run 
between 160,000 and 165,000 units, instead of 210,000 as 
previously estimated.
